leads to pot 
bust

The Didsbury RCMP re¬ 
sponded to a fire at the green 
houses south of town on No¬ 
vember 22nd. 

The fire started in one green 
house and quickly spread to 
three other adjacent green¬ 
houses. 

During the investigation 
into the cause of the fire it was 
discovered that one of the 
greenhouses had contained a 
marijuana grow operation. 

“In the investigation of the 
fire, remnants of marijuana 
were discovered,” said 
Didsbury RCMP Sgt. Tonn. “A 
guy from Calgary has been 
charged.” 

Police estimate 1800 mari¬ 
juana plants were in different 
stages of growth. 49 year old 
Germain Dignard of Calgary 
has been charged with Produc¬ 
tion of Marijuana. Dignard is 
scheduled for his first appear¬ 
ance in Didsbury Provincial 
Court on Jan. 10th. 

The cause of the fire was an 
electrical problem due to the 
grow operation.

Increasing costs continue to reduce school 

boards reserves 


CESD expecting 
only one per 
cent of reserves 
left by August 
31, 2005 


ministration is hoping that the 
Provincial government will put 
some sort of long-term funding 
agreement into place with 
school boards. 

At a special board meeting 
held last Wednesday, December 
1, the school division’s audited 
financial statements - ending 
August 31, 2004 - revealed that 
the school division is headed 
towards a deficit position if 
they continue operating the 
way they are. 

As compared to 1998, the 


school division was holding 
just over five per cent of their 
revenues in reserves, but the 
audited statements revealed 
that the school division reduced 
this number to 3.6 per cent for 
the 2003/2004 school year and 
that number is expected to be 
reduced even more-so heading 
into this current school year. 

“We are sitting at 3.6 per 
cent in our reserves right now,” 
explained CESD Treasurer 
Susan Roy. “However, we are 
projecting that reserves will dip 


down to 1.6 per cent by Au¬ 
gust 31, 2005.” 

Roy says that she is hop¬ 
ing some sort of long-term 
funding agreement is put into 
place from the Province, be¬ 
cause increasing costs just 
aren’t keeping to par with the 
revenues the Province is giv¬ 
ing to boards, like CESD. 

“Our revenues have been 
fairly flat and our expenses 
have been huge,” Roy said. 
“(To have) 3.6 per cent (in re¬ 
serves) is not a bad number, 


but any number below that is 
getting a little scary,” Roy said. 

And, Roy also added that the 
3.6 per cent reserve level is 
CESD as a whole. This in¬ 
cludes all central office reserves 
and school reserves. This 
means that not every school is 
in good shape. 

“Not every school has 3.6 or 
not every area has 3.6 per cent. 
For example, school A could 
have a deficit while school ‘B’ 
still has reserves left," she said.

One area that is hurting 
CESD is the rising energy costs 
which has put a real dent in the 
operations and maintenance 
budget (O&M) which is the de¬ 
partment responsible for pay¬ 
ing for these resources. 

In 2003/2004 CESD was left 
with a $500,000 deficit in their 
O&M budget and are expecting 
to have nearly a $350,000 defi¬ 
cit for this current school year, 
according to Roy. 

“We are really in trouble 
with our operations and main¬ 
tenance budget," Roy said. 

CESD has introduced a pro¬ 
gram called, ‘Destination Con¬ 
servation,' which most schools 
are involved in, which makes

“He thought he had waited 
long enough after drinking, but 
he hadn’t waited long enough,” 
said defence counsel Brian 
Forested.

schools more energy conscious. 

CESD has also seen savings 
in energy costs in their newly 
constructed schools that are 
more energy friendly. 

Energy costs for all 
Albertans have risen drasti¬ 
cally, but CESD says when they 
have so many facilities that any 
rise in energy costs has a ma¬ 
jor impact on their budgets. 

“The (energy) costs have 
risen 63.5 per cent over the past 
five years,” 

Roy said. “We are not receiv¬ 
ing sufficient funding to prop¬ 
erly maintain our facilities.” 

The financial statements 
were due into Alberta Educa¬ 
tion by November 30, and al¬ 
though the Board is not allowed 
to submit a budget with a total 
deficit they did leave their 
O&M budget in a deficit posi¬ 
tion to try to get the picture 
across to the Province.

Councillor 

conduct 

in 

question?

Councillor conduct came 
into question, Nov. 24, when 
a frustrated Mountain View 
County (MVC) councillor, 
Charlie Van Arnam, sug¬ 
gested some councillors’ be¬ 
haviour may have been out 
of line. 

Van Arnam spoke to this, 
at the risk of being out of 
order, at the beginning of the 
regular monthly meeting. 

“This is the second time 
in six weeks councillors 
from other divisions have 
been in contact with Divi¬ 
sion 2 residents,” said Van 
Arnam. “I find that very 
unsatisfactory.” 

Van Arnam would not say 
which councillor or in what 
context Division 2 ratepay¬ 
ers were contacted, but did 
say his concerns were that 
“councillors are delving 
into things in other council¬ 
lors’ divisions and hearing 
only one side of the story.” 

“On Monday (Nov. 22) it 
happened for a second time 
and I don’t think it is proper 
courtesy or the proper way 
to build a team,” said Van 
Arnam. “I don’t mind them 
talking to people in Division 
2 but I think I’m owed the 
consideration of them tell¬ 
ing me they are going to do 
it.” 

Van Arnam said, despite 
these specific instances, 
council is doing fine. 

“There is a lot of learn¬ 
ing going on, every time you 
bring a new team together 
the whole team has to learn 
to get along.” A policy stat¬ 
ing what is acceptable coun¬ 
cillor conduct should be con¬ 
sidered, said Van Arnam. 

“The idea of creating a 
councillor code of conduct 
has come up a number of 
times. This isn’t new, a 
number of other municipali¬ 
ties have done this,” he said. 

Reeve A1 Kemmere said 
council will discuss a few 
separate instances relating 
to this topic at an upcoming 
December workshop. 

“We will sit down and 
agree on how we will treat 
each other, the staff, the 
public and the media,” said 
Kemmere. 

A workshop is often used 
by council to discuss many 
different items. Kemmere 
said 28 items are on the list 
of topics to discuss. Eight¬ 
een of those topics are con¬ 
sidered emergent. Council¬ 
lor conduct is one of the 18.

“He (Harper) did a really 
good job of it and I’m really 
proud of Stephen, and I was 
proud to hear what George 
Bush had to say and it’s 
very promising. 

I think we are going to 
see some things happen 
pretty quick.

MOUNTAIN VIEW COUNTY 

Administration building update

An opportunity to 
save approximately 
$27,000 on the construc¬ 
tion of Mountain View 
County’s new adminis¬ 
tration building was re¬ 
fused by council to hon¬ 
our a prior commitment 
never to go into debt over 
the building. 

Information on a mu¬ 
nicipal energy efficiency 
assistance program, 
known as ME First Pro¬ 
gram, was brought to 
council by the building 
committee, Nov. 24. 

MVC Commissioner 
Harold Johnsrude in¬ 
formed council that by 
using the ME First Pro¬ 
gram, to borrow interest- 
free money to pay for 
electrical and mechanical 
efficiency components, a 
savings of up to $27,000 
could be achieved. 

Adequate funds used to 


pay for the $5.5 million 
building are coming from 
grants and reserves. One of 
the reserves to be used tem¬ 
porarily is a working capital 
reserve. Money from the fu¬ 
ture sale of county lands will 
be put back into the working 
capital reserve to replenish 
funds borrowed from this ac¬ 
count. 

Past council proceeded 
with construction of this 
controversial building under 
the premise there would be 
no debt or tax increases spe¬ 
cific to this project. 

Council has achieved this, 
but using the ME First Pro¬ 
gram would allow MVC to 
use government funds while 
leaving their money in re¬ 
serves to collect interest. 

The ME First Program is 
a five-year, $100 million dol¬ 
lar interest-free loan pro¬ 
gram to assist municipalities 
undertaking energy effi¬ 
ciency projects. All munici¬ 
palities with a population 


between 1,000 and 100,000 
are eligible for loans up to 
$35 per capita. Through 
this program, MVC’s maxi¬ 
mum loan eligibility would 
be $424,690. 

Councillor Charlie Van 
Arnam summed up coun¬ 
cil’s decision as borrowing 
from themselves or someone 
else. 

“To me, as a business 
man, anytime I have the op¬ 
portunity to use interest 
free money I think it is 
worth while considering,” 
said Van Arnam. “It seems 
to make sense to me to take 
advantage of interest free 
money.” 

In order to use the ME 
First Program, council 
would have had to pass a 
borrowing bylaw. 

“To throw this in now is 
a time bomb.” said Council¬ 
lor Arnie Shea, speaking to 
the fact council would be 
borrowing money for the ad¬ 
ministration building. 


Councillor Liz 

Negropontes agreed. 

“I think it would be 
prudent to honour tax 
payers by not going into 
debt,” she said, asking “is 
it really worth it?” 

Before giving this by¬ 
law three readings, Van 
Arnam advised council: “I 
want to make it abun¬ 
dantly clear we are kiss¬ 
ing $27,000 goodbye (if 
council does not pass this 
borrowing bylaw).” 

Blain answered: “We 
aren’t kissing $27,000 
goodbye; we are not bor¬ 
rowing half a million.” 

Councillors voted 4-3 in fa¬ 
vour of first and second read¬ 
ing for this borrowing bylaw, 
Councillors Negropontes, 
Blain and Shea voting 
against. 

As with any bylaw, a 
unanimous consent is needed 
to bring the third and final 
reading to the table for a vote. 
This was not achieved.

Klein names new Cabinet, 
reorganizes some portfolios 


Creation of Advanced 
Education portfolio recog¬ 
nizes postsecondary as a pri¬ 
ority. New faces at the Cabi¬ 
net table and new assign¬ 
ments for Cabinet veterans 
are the highlights of the new 
Cabinet team named by Pre¬ 
mier Ralph Klein. 

“This Cabinet brings to¬ 
gether experience and new 
perspectives, and I believe 
those who now* sit at the 
Cabinet table are the best 
team to lead Alberta into its 
centennial year and beyond,” 
said Klein. 

The new Cabinet make-up 
includes a new ministry and 
some changes to old portfo¬ 
lios. With the increased em¬ 
phasis on post-secondary 
education in the govern¬ 
ment’s 20-year strategic 
plan, the former ministry of 
Learning has been split into 
Education (for K-12 educa¬ 
tion) and Advanced Educa¬ 
tion (for postsecondary edu¬ 
cation). The old Finance and 
Revenue portfolios have been 
merged into a single Finance 
ministry. The previous Infra¬ 
structure and Transporta¬ 
tion portfolios have been 
combined into one Infrastruc¬ 


ture and Transportation min¬ 
istry. 

The Seniors ministry has 
had responsibility for commu¬ 
nity supports added, includ¬ 
ing the Assured Income for 
the Severely Handicapped and 
Persons with Development 
Disabilities programs, and is 
therefore renamed Seniors 
and Community Supports. 

The newly created portfo¬ 
lio of Restructuring and Gov¬ 
ernment Efficiency will in¬ 
clude responsibility for the 
Alberta Corporate Service 
Centre (previously under Gov¬ 
ernment Services) and the 
Corporate Chief information 
Officer (formerly with Innova¬ 
tion and Science). The Re¬ 
structuring and government 
Efficiency Minister will also 
be responsible for developing 
ideas and policies to stream¬ 
line the delivery of govern¬ 
ment services. 

“The new restructuring 
ministry will help government 
in focusing on its most-impor¬ 
tant job, which is providing 
programs and services to 
Albertans effectively and effi¬ 
ciently,” Klein said. “The job 
is not about reductions or 
cutbacks. It’s about Improv¬ 


ing and simplifying as much as 
possible, the organization of 
government. 

Klein also commented on 
the other structural changes. 
“The new Finance ministry 
brings in the former Revenue 
department to once again of¬ 
fer a seamless, single minis¬ 
try responsible for overall fis¬ 
cal policy. With the develop¬ 
ment of our new Capital Plan 
process, which combines 
transportation and infra¬ 
structure initiatives, it made 
sense to merge the two depart¬ 
ments. 

And the new Advanced Edu¬ 
cation ministry will bring a 
timely focus to the role of 
postsecondary education for 
Alberta’s future,” “ said Klein. 

“I’m also pleased to note that 
two MLAs will sit at the Cabinet 
table as Caucus Liaisons,” Klein 
noted. “Cindy Ady (Calgary 
Shaw) will represent southern Al¬ 
berta, and Hector Goudreau 
(Dunvegan-Central Peace) will 
represent northern Alberta. 

The new Cabinet was sworn in 
at a ceremony at Government 
House at 11:00 a.m. on November 
25. The first meeting of Cabinet was 
at 2:00 p.m. that day in the Legisla¬ 
ture Cabinet Room.

We feel that ship¬ 
ping grain and livestock to other 
feedlots and opposing AAA is very 
contradictory and non supportive of 
an agricultural based community. 

We feel that we must always re¬ 
mind ourselves that this is an agri¬ 
cultural based community. The 
statement has been made that this 
is not a personal issue but it in fact 
has become very personal and di¬ 
visive in the community. 

We don’t know how deep AAA 
or Lone Pine’s pockets are, but this 
is a no win situation. There is at 
present a feedlot set up and 


whether or not it is AAA, there will 
continue to be one. 

Our question is - have we 
pushed the powers that be too far? 
When we look to the future of our 
family operation for expansion we 
see that the rules are attainable but 
the costs definitely are not.

Help Ross Ford students get a new playground

If you have noticed some 
little milk boxes on counters 
at local businesses, be aware 
of what they are for. 

Ross Ford school will 
loose three pieces of equip¬ 
ment, and that will leave 
them with only two pieces. 

“All the equipment on the 
north side will be gone,” 
said Sharon Tsiras, new 
playground parent organ¬ 
izer. “There is no funding 
from Chinook’s Edge School 
Division (CESD) for new 
playground equipment, so 
we have to raise the money 
ourselves.” 

The school is losing three 
pieces of equipment, which 
are all wood structures, due 
to safety issues. 

“We have contacted Child 
Space in Olds, because that 
is as local as we can get,” 
said Tsiras. “They also have 
all Canadian products, un¬ 
like other companies we 
talked too, which used 
American products. One 
structure will cost us 
$80,000.” 

There is a grant offered by 
Alberta Lotteries, that will 
match every dollar the com¬ 
munity can raise. 

“Our goal is to raise 
$40,000,” said Tsiras. “If we 
raise more, then maybe we 
can also get some smaller 
pieces of equipment such as 
tire swings.” 

CESD does not fund play¬ 
ground equipment because 
they do not receive funding 


from the Province for it. Ac¬ 
cording to CESD, whenever a 
school is in need of play¬ 
ground equipment, it is the 
community’s responsibility 
to raise the money. Once the 
equipment is in place, CESD 
offers help from a mainte¬ 
nance person who is there to 
give advice on the best equip¬ 
ment, and to look after it. 

Tsiras also plans on con¬ 
tacting local clubs and 
groups for support. 

Almost every business in 
town is carrying a milk box, 
labelled Ross Ford Play¬ 
ground Fund. Donations to 
this boxes would be really 
appreciated by Ross Ford 
staff, students and parents. 

“The community has to 
realize that it is not only 
the students that use that 
playground,” said Tsiras. 
“It is utilized by the entire 
community and is open 24/7. 


Many parents play softball 
and soccer in the field, and 
while they are playing their 
children use the park. It is a 
resource everyone uses.” 

The boxes which were 
made by the grade 4 stu¬ 
dents will come down at the 
end of January. If enough 
money has not been raised 
they will try again in Sep¬ 
tember. 

“We may do the same 
thing, or we may come up 
with a new idea if we have 
not raised the money by the 
end of January,” said Tsiras. 

Other ways they are rais¬ 
ing money is through pizza 
days at school, cook books 
for sale for $12, $1 from 
every Macys combo pizza 
pack sold is donated, $3 
from every service package 
Ron’s Auto sells in donated, 
and $1 from every poinsettia 
sold at Victoria’s Flowers will

be donated, all until Christ¬ 
mas. 

“Other businesses are wel¬ 
come to join in too,” said 
Tsiras. “We need all the sup¬ 
port we can get.” 

Once the equipment is 
paid for, there will still be a 
need for volunteers to help 
put the equipment in place. 

“We will need money for 
the installation of the equip¬ 
ment too,” said Tsiras. “We 
may need to lay cement, but 
we are hoping volunteers 
will help out.” 

The ultimate goal is to 


have a playground with sev¬ 
eral pieces of equipment. 

According to Tsiras a tire 
swing and a twirly slide 
would be great with the 
structure they presently 
want. 

“Ross Ford and Westglen 
share the field, so if we 
could even get another piece 
to put further in the field 
for Westglen students, that 
would be wonderful,” said 
Tsiras. “We are really in a 
desperate need for this 
equipment in our commu¬ 
nity.”

All stakes at the table 

Commercial cattle rancher Delano Tolley has 
seen some big changes in the Cold Lake area 
since he bought his Cherry Grove quarter 
section here almost 30 years ago. The 
growing number of families and industry 
has brought prosperity, but along with it 
increased demands on shared resources 
like water. 

So last year Tolley joined LICA and became 
a member of its Regional Water Monitoring 
Committee. "I'm concerned about ground 
water for my livestock and personal use," he says. 

LICA stands for Lakeland Industry and Community Association and is what's known 
as a synergy group. Synergy groups are typically multi-stakeholder collaborations 
made up of industry, community and regulators who come together to address 
concerns like Tolley's. “I thought it would be valuable to help, and learn all about 
agricultural water levels, industrial usage and volumes and what we can do about 
water levels," he says. 

The group got its start in 2000 when the Cold Lake Beaver River Basin was 
facing a massive update of a 1985 water management plan. Oil and gas producers 
active in the area hosted an open house and offered to develop a process that 
would include them all. Over 200 people showed up, and within ten months 
LICA opened its new office. 

"LICA works, it's good to have everyone sit down at the same table. It's 
important to us that sustainable development is done in a responsible manner 
so that the environment is not compromised," says LICA Chairman and long-time 
Cold Lake resident Ron Pernarowski.

The cows didn't even notice 

Cows continued to graze the Margaret 
Lakes area of southern Alberta while Shell 
Canada Limited completed their seismic 
survey this year. 

Shell faced a challenge when they proposed 
to complete the second phase of their two- 
year seismic survey which included the 
privately-owned Margaret Lakes area. Cattle 
share this densely vegetated space with 
deer, moose and elk as well as large 
ground-nesting birds such as herons. There 
had to be a way to minimize disturbance. 

Seismic is a first step in oil and gas exploration. Equipment sends out sound 
waves that bounce off underground rock formations to help reveal locations of oil 
and natural gas deposits. To reduce surface disturbances, helicopters are normally 
used to place the seismic equipment. But helicopter noise would have been too 
troublesome to the wildlife in the area. 

Alberta Sustainable Resource Development (ASRD), the agency responsible for 
approving seismic surveys in the province, and Shell had an alternate solution. 
Impact would be minimized by creating short segments of seismic lines using 
quieter machines called mulchers that mulch dense underbrush while leaving 
root systems intact. 

"At first it seemed counter-intuitive," says Rob Symonds, Vice President of Shell's 
Foothills business unit. "But these small segments open up the dense, bushy 
vegetation to create access for large wildlife and encourage the growth of forage 
for these animals. Over the long term it is expected to enhance habitat for larger 
wildlife." Nesting conditions for the larger birds are also enhanced. 

ASRD appreciates this kind of industry approach. John Begg, Acting Head of the 
Petroleum Land Use and Reclamation Section at ASRD says "Shell's efforts in the 
Waterton Lakes area are an example of how the footprint from seismic operations 
can be reduced, even dramatically so, through planning, the use of appropriate 
equipment and a conscious effort to minimize impacts.”

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A carillon for the museum 


The Didsbury Museum is 
expecting to have an excit¬ 
ing gift to share with the 
town before Christmas...a 
carillon from an old 
Didsbury church. 

The Didsbury Mission of 


the Evangelical Association 
held its first service in March 
1903 under the guidance of 
Rev. C.G. Kaatz. According to 
Glenda Hunsberger from the 
Didsbury Museum and the 


Historical Society, the church 
was officially dedicated in 
August of that year. By 1908, 
when Rev. Kaatz left the par¬ 
ish, 147 members were en¬ 
rolled at the church. 

On Sunday afternoon, 
Dec. 31st, 1933 the church, 
then known as the Zion 
Evangelical Church caught 
fire and burned to the 
ground. In 1934 the congre¬ 
gation rebuilt the building 
as it is today. In 1946, be¬ 
cause of a merger between 
the Evangelical church and 
the United Brethren 
Church, the little church by 
the Post Office became know 
as the Zion Evangelical 
United Brethren Church. 
Then in 1968 as the result 
of another merger, this time 
with the Methodist Church, 
it became known as the. 
United Methodist Church. 


Today the Evangelical 
Church has merged with the 
Didsbury Missionary 

Church and is now part of 
the Zion Evangelical Mis¬ 
sionary Church in the Rose¬ 
bud valley. The building now 
houses Child Evangelism Fel¬ 
lowship and the Weins fam¬ 
ily- 

Throughout the years the 
church had a carillon it used 
on Sundays. The carillon 
went to the museum, and re¬ 
cently a volunteer took it 
home to get it working 
again. 

“I had never heard one 
before,” said Jerry Kaita. 
“My wife Judy and I moved 
here in May and we started 
volunteering at the mu¬ 
seum. I noticed the carillon 
and it was electronic look¬ 
ing, so I thought it was a 
project I could take on.” 


No documents are with 
the carillon, so Kaita had a 
struggle finding out how to 
do things. He was looking 
on the internet and found 
out a church in Minnesota 
was giving one away. 

“I called them up and 
they had the manual for it,” 
said Kaita. “They copied it 
and sent it to me. It is quite 
a mechanical piece of equip¬ 
ment.” 

Kita managed to get the 
carillon working again and is 
excited to set it up in the mu¬ 
seum. “I am not sure how of¬ 
ten they want it to chime,” 
said Kaita. “It could chime on 
the hour if they wanted it to. 
After it chimes I can even pro¬ 
gram it to play music.” 

Music from the carillon 
may soon fill the streets of 
Didsbury just in time for

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QUESTION: I could use some advice about a minor 
problem we’re having. Tim, my 6-year-old son, loves to 
use silly names whenever he speaks to my husband and 
me. This past week it's been "You big hot dog." Nearly every 
time he sees me now he says, "Hi, Hot Dog." Before that it 
was "Dummy," then "Moose" (after he studied "M for 
Moose" in school). 

I know it's silly and not a huge problem, but it gets so 
annoying after such a long time. He's been doing this for 
a year now. How can we get him to talk to us with more 
respect, calling us Mom or Dad, instead of Hot Dog and 
Moose? 

DR. DOBSON: Ordinarily it would not be a big deal 
for a child to use a playful name for his parent. But that 
isn’t what appears to be happening with Tim. It sounds 
more like a classic power game to me. And contrary to what 
you said, it is not so insignificant. 

Your son is continuing to do something that he knows 
is irritating to you and your husband, yet you are unable 
to stop him. That is the issue. He has been using humor 
as a tactic of defiance for a full year. 

It is time for you to sit down and have a quiet little 
talk with young Timothy. Tell him that he is being disre¬ 
spectful, and that the next time he calls either you or his 
father a name of any kind, he will be punished. 

You must then be prepared to deliver on the promise, 
because he will continue to challenge you until it ceases 
to be fun. That's the way he is made. 

If that response never comes, his insults will probably 
become more pronounced. Appeasement for a strong- 
willed child is an invitation to warfare. This is the time 
to deal with it. 

QUESTION: I would like to teach my own child about 
human sexuality, but I'm not sure I know how to go about 
it. Talk about the matter of timing. When do I say what? 

DR. DOBSON: One of the most common mistakes 
made by parents and many overzealous educators is teach¬ 
ing too much too soon. One parent told me, for example, 
that the kindergarten children in her local district were 
shown films of animals in the act of copulation. That is 
unwise and dangerous! 

Available evidence indicates that there are numerous 
hazards involved in moving too rapidly. Children can sus¬ 
tain a severe emotional jolt by being exposed to realities 
for which they are not prepared. 

Furthermore, it is unwise to place the youngster on an 
informational timetable that will result in full awareness 
too early in life. 

If 8-year-old children are given an understanding of 
mature sexual behavior, it is less likely that they will wait 
10 or 12 years to apply this knowledge within the con¬ 
fines of marriage. 

Generally speaking, children should be given the in¬ 
formation they need at a particular age. Six-year-olds, for 
example, don't need to understand the pleasures of adult 
sexuality. They are not ready to deal with that concept at 
their developmental stage. They should be told where 
babies come from and how they are born. 

Sometime between 6 and 9 years of age, depending on 
the maturity and interest of an individual (and what is 
being heard in the neighborhood), he or she ought to 
understand how conception occurs. The rest of the story 
can be told later in elementary school. 

Admittedly, this ideal timetable can be turned upside 
down by exposure to precocious friends, racy videos or un¬ 
wise adults. 

When that occurs, you have to cope with the fallout as 
best as possible. It is regrettable that we expose our vul¬ 
nerable children to far too much of the wrong kind of sexu¬ 
ality.

On Nov. 30th the Red 
Deer Rebels came to 
Didsbury to talk drugs to 
the Didsbury High School 
(DHS) students. Chris 
Neiszner and Colin Fraser 
are the two Rebels who pre¬ 
sented the DHS students 
with some hard facts about 
drugs. 

The two men both re¬ 
cently took trips to Vancou¬ 
ver to witness first hand the 
result of drug abuse. 

“It is a really tough thing 
to see,” said Neiszner. “We 
really seen it all. Every girl 
down there sells her body to 


make money for drugs. We 
seen people stabbing them¬ 
selves with a needle trying 
to find a vain, it was really 
awful.” 

Six of the Rebels are in¬ 
volved in this drug program, 
and they speak to teens once 
a week. Two players attend 
each presentation. Along 
with the Rebels was Kevin 
Dugan of the Red Deer Drug 
Squad, someone from the 
Drug Squad always accom¬ 
panies the men. 

Const. Reister of the 
Didsbury RCMP assisted 
Dugan is displaying the dif¬ 
ferent drug samples for the 
students, in a case, and an¬ 


swering their questions. 

The Rebels also showed 
the students a video from 
Vancouver and the people 
they met. The video was very 
real displaying real situa¬ 
tions and real people. 

“Watching that video is 
still very hard,” said 
Fraser. “Cause that is really 
what it is like there. It is 
scary.” 

Throughout the video and 
discussions the students re¬ 
mained quiet and attentive. 

“This is a very good age 
group to target, they are 
susceptible to drugs and 
peer pressure,” said Const. 
Reister. “The Rebels have 


seen the extreme side of drug 
addiction. There is drug use 
in Didsbury, and there has 
been an increase in drug re¬ 
lated crimes in our commu¬ 
nities because of increasing 
property crimes and drug 
sales.” 

Reister said he believes 
drug use is more expected 
than ever. 

“From the standpoint of 
a parent you have to be in¬ 
volved in your children’s 
lives. Don’t overlook any¬ 
thing, and be very open with 
your kids about drugs. Talk 
to them and be aware of who 
their friends are, who they 
are hanging out with.” 


If you believe your child 
does have a drug problem, 
Reister suggests counselling 
or AADAC. 

“I met one guy who did 
his first hit and was ad¬ 
dicted,” said Neiszner. “He 
said it was the most amazing 
thing in the world. He tryed and 
tryed but he just could not get out 
of it. Thats all it takes is one hit.” 

One thing everyone seemed to 
agree on was that all drug use 
started with maijuana. 

“It is a gateway drug,” 
said Fraser. “It stops being 
enough and you go looking 
for something bigger and 
better, it is like a chain re¬ 
action.”
